SITUATION NOW IS CRITICAL 


Sinn Fein May Withdraw if 


Ulster Is Given Place in 


Peace Conference.

London—With, the Irish peace ne- 


gotiations quivering in the balance 
Wednesday, it was learned authori- 
tatively tha't failure of the confer- 
ences will (foe followed by an unpar- 
alleled campaign of military repres- 
sion in Ireland. 


If the present effort toward peace 


is unsuccessful, every power of the 
government will be exerted to utter- 
ly crush the Sinn Fein. High officials 
informed the United Press that plans 
have been prepared which will virtu- 
ally turn Ireland into a vast military 
prison, crushing the country's econ- 
omic life and putting a tag on every 
Irish citizen. 


The danger that the plans may'be- 


come operative was shown in the at- 
titude of the various conferees Wed- 
nesday. Premier Craig of Ulster was 
back in Belfast, with General Smuts 
on his trail, apparently in an effort 
to arrange his participation in some 
way in further negotiations. • 


Sinn Fein delegates . here hesitated 


to comment on Craig's departure aft- 
er asserting that Ulster would de- 
mand recognition in the settlement. 


Sinn Fein May Quit 


Sinn Feiners did not know wheth- 


er 
Sir James was talking for the 


benefit of Ulstcrites, or whether he 
had the approval of Premier Lloyd 
George of Great Britain. If the latter 
were the case it was certain 
that 


Sinn Feiners would withdraw imme- 
diately from the conference. 


Meanwhile 
Desmond 
Fitzgerald, 


chief propagandist for the Sinn Fein- 
ers had asserted positively that Uls- 
ter will not be admitted to the main 
conference, but will have to treat 
with southern Ireland after peace is 
arranged with Great Britain. 


In view of the apparent deadlock, 


British officials were serious in pro- 
ceeding with plans for blotting out 
the Sinn Fein.

The third body is that of 
Private Harvey Pierre, 784 Superior- 
st. Word is expected by the parents 
any time that this body has left New 
York.

neighbors and companions. They en 
listed together 
in old Company A 


Wisconsin National guard, and left 
for France together in Company A. 
One-hundred 
Fiftieth Machine Gun 


battalion. Both were killed in the 
Champagne sector during the fifth 
and greatest German offensive. Their 
burial 
probably 
will occur at the 


same time. 
Hageman was wounded 


July 17. 1918 and died shortly after. 
Weinfurter 
was' wounded July 15 


and died July 29, 1918.

Pierre also was a member of old 


Company A, and was attached to the 
same company of the Rainbow divi- 
sion when the Appleton boys left for 
France. He met death July 15, 1918 
during the Champagne battle. 


Pierre could riot be accounted for by 


the government at the time he was 
killed. He was reported missing in 
action, but his parents received word 
last Christmas, almost two and a 
half years afterward, that his body 
had been found and reburied. Re- 
quest then was made to have the 
body brought here for burial.

People will not go to shows 
in hot weather. When we have a 
cool day the receipts for our theatres 
jump 1000 per cent from these hot 
days."

The Ku Klux Klan, originated in 


ancient Scotland and revived in the 
turbulent "carpet bagging days" of 
the old south, faced two proposed 
legislative resolutions, one aimed gen- 
erally to remove the cause for its 
existence in Texas and another to in- 
vestigate its objects and actions. 


Technicalities of law handicapping 


prosecutions of criminal cases were 
described as the "cause of existence." 
Tho resolutions were to be introduced 
in the Texas senate asking laws be 
passed to break up the Klan which 
has grown in a few months to what is 
admitted .to be the strongest secret 
organization in the new southwest. 


Senator Edgar "Witt said he would 


specifically name the Klan and organi- 
zations declared not bonafide but 
which have taken its name in staging 
demonstrations and punishing indi- 
viduals for infractions of 
"moral 


laws." 
Police and other peace 
officials, 


following an investigation, declared 
Wednesday that many of the assaults, 
whippings and tar and feather affairs 
of the last few months throughout 
the southwest, are not the work of 
the bonaflde Klan but the work of 
small groups of men who worked 
under the guise of the white masks 
of the organization. 


Masked men and others have parti- 


cipated in 34 demonstrations in Texas 
this 
year. 
These 
demonstrations 


have included everything from gifts 
to charity, to tarring and feathering 
a white woman after she had been 
stripped of her clothing.

France, Italy and Japan to determine 
whether they as members of the group 
known as the "principal allied and as- 
sociated powers" have any objection 
to the making of a separate treaty be- 
tween the United States and Germany 
which shall include in its text the 
same rights and privileges granted 
the United States in the economic and 
reparation clauses of the Versailles 
treaty. 


The step which has been in process 


for several days is the alternative to 
the submission of the Versailles pact 
with reservations, and if the allied 
powers interpose no objections and no 
legal complications arise the "irrecon- 
cilables" in the American senate will 
have their way to the extent that the 
original Versailles pact will not be 
submitted to them again while the 
pro-treat?' element will have the satis- 
faction of knowing that approximate- 
ly 85 per cent of the Versailles pact 
will be included in the new treaty to 
bo negotiated with Germany. 


Insure Allied Unity 


Objections from the allies are not 


anticipated though it is known that 
! France would have liked to see Amer- 
ica sign the Versailles treaty and rati- 
fy it even though the reservations ex- 
cluded the league covenant and par- 
ticipation in the enforcement clauses 
of the treaty. France believes the 
moral effect of America's signature on 
the Versailles treaty is a valuable as- 
set in making Germany understand 
that the partnership of powers begun 
during the war has by no means been 
dissolved. On the other hand, the ans- 
wer made here is that Germany can- 
not possibly derive any impression of 
division in the allied .ranks because 
she will be asked to sign a ^treaty con- 
taining clauses of reparations almost 
identical with those in the Versailles 
pact. 
Germany's obligation to pay for the 


war will be just as much stressed in 
the new German-American treaty as 
in the Versailles convention. 


There is in reality little difference in 


substance between the submission of 
the Versailles pact with reservations 
and the alternative now being worked 
out with the allies covering a separate 
treaty with Germany. But there is a 
difference in form and it is sufficient 
to cool the wrath of the "irrenconcil- 
ablcs" and make easier the ratifies 
tion of the treaty. President Harding 
and his cabinet have practically every

When ho came here in 1856 Apple- 


ton consisted of three distinct villages,

Chute, which were consolidated into 
the city oC Appleton the following 
year with a population of 1,100. 


There were three hotels, National 


hotel, corner of T^awe-st. and College- 
nvc., where, the Thorn residence now 
stands: I/eVake house, corner of Mpr- 
rison-st., and College-ave.; and McNeal 
house, which stood on the site of the 
old Waverly house, now occupied by 
the Elk club.

ANOTHER STEP IN CITY PLANNING 


Again, we ihink. the city planning coin- 


mission should be commended. Its action 
in engaging Professor Leonard C. Smith 
of the University of Wisconsin as city 
planner* for the purpose of making a sur- 
vey of Appleton is another forward'step 
of this organization. 
Mr. Smith is well 


and fa-worably known here. His several 
visits tcvour city have given him the keen 
insight into our civic affairs. His several 
speeches at various meetings here were 
well received, and it is certain from his 
frank criticisms that he has given our 
city planning needs considerable study. 
During his last visit here he gathered much 
data and enough preliminary information 
to already place him in a position to in- 
telligently continue his work as city plan- 
ner. 
Mr. Smith's connection with the , 


university and his years of experience in 
city planning assures us of expert advice 


' in this connection. His selection by the 


city planning commission is commendable 
and in keeping with the remarkable spirit 
of activity exemplified by this organiza- 
tion since its appointment a few weeks 
ago. 


The day will come when every city 


which is truly progressive and has the 
right consideration for the welfare of its 
people will turn to city planning. The 
fundamental feature of city planning is a 
survey, to determine ex-actly how public 
improvements shall 
be developed, how 


natural resources 
may 
be best con- 


served, how private property may be pro- 
tected in the uses and enjoyments for 
which it is held and the attractiveness and 
Hveableness of the community promoted. 
It is the first real sign of a demand for 
something better than a conglomeration of 
factories, houses and stores, thrown to- 
gether in hit-or-miss fashion. 
It indi- 


cates that we are taMng a breathing spell 
to look over onr record of city building up 
to date and that we are not very well 
pleased with it. The crudeness of Ameri- 
can cities is what first impresses the visitor 
from abroad, where city planning has re- 
ceived great attention. In the average 
American city the avenues of the wealthy 
are the show places. There is no reason 
why the city as a whole should not be made 
equally attractive, all residence streets 
beautified and the homes of people of 
whatever circumstances protected 
from 


commercial and industrial encroachments. 


Parks and playgrounds are an essential 


phase of city planning. One step in this 
development has already been made in the 
acquisition by the 
city of the property 


commonly known as Pierce park. Work 
toward the improvement of this park site 
should not be long delayed. The bridge 
problem is another which is going to 
command early attention and no bridge 
should be built -without it being in har- 
mony with a definite city plan. We be- 
lieve the type of bridge or bridges and 
location of same should by all means be 
passed upon by the -city planning commis- 
sion. What applies to city building should 
with equal propriety apply to school build- 
ings. Therefore the location and type 
of future school buildings should be passed 
upon by this commission. Then there are 


•matters of traffic, residence and factory 


areas, housing, etc., which will duly come 
before this organization. 


We are aware of the fact that all of 


these things are going to cost money but 
very little when measured by the standards 
of the past, for surely we have by this 
time reached the conclusion 
that past 


policies have been shortsighted and have 
not given Appleton what it and its peo- 
ple ought-to have in the way of public im- 
provements, places of recreation and edu- 
cation, with uniform beauty. 
Appleton 


has reached the point where its advance- 
ment demands more liberal policies in civ- 
ic developments. Ruch a program will help 
make Appleton the most attractive city in 
"Wisconsin and that is what we should be- 
come with the unusual natural advantages 
at our command. We believe sincere co- 
operation between the city council and city 
planning commission cannot help but prove 
a movement/ in the right direction.

CANCER OF THE STOMACH. 


In reply to numerous questions, cancer of the 


stomach cannot be cured without operation. It may 
be present for months before any pain is suffered. 
Loss of weight accompanying: alleged "dyspepsia" 
in an individual of middle age or older who has not 
previously had "dyspepsia," is probably the most 
frequent "mode of onset. 
Cancer of any organ or 


tissue is a degeneration of the normal tissue, not a 
new growth; tumor is a name given to any new 
growth such as a harmless fatty tumor or a fibroid 
tumor which is in itself nonpoisonous. Cancer is in 
itself poisonous to the whole sj'stem. Any of us 
may have cancer, no matter whether other cases 
ha%e occurred among our ancestors or in our family 
or not. Every family has a member or several mem- 
bers with cancer sooner or later. Cancer is not in- 
h?rited, but it is so common that it is bound to oc- 
cur in every family some time. 
Cancer is never 


commumnicated from person to person: there is no 
danger whatever of catching the disease by caring 
for a cancer patient. The only danger involved in 
nursing such a patient is that of ordinary infection 
(septicemia) such as may be contracted in the per- 
sonal care of any patient with a wound or abscess 
or boils or any such infective condition, and the best 
precaution against such infection consists in the 
free and frequent use of plain soap and water to 
wash the hands after each service to the patient. 
Cancer has no "roots." despite the assertions to that 
effect in the bait sent out to cancer victims by char- 
latans 
Instead of growing from so-called "roots," 


cancerous degeneration invades surrounding normal 
tissues in irregular prolongations fi om the central 
part. In any case, no one who really knows the 
nature of cancer or its- mode of growth or extension 
would for a moment imagine that anv human eye 
can distinguish between cancerous tissue and sur- 
rounding normal tissue to the exact degree of cer- 
tainty the cancer quack purports to exercise.

Once Written by Hand. 


The Congressional Record started 


out in 1872 to be an accurate journal 
of the proceedings of Congress each 
day. Before that, a hand written ac- 
count had been kept by a secretary, 
and for a while a private newspaper 
had contracted to publish the proceed- 
ings for $7.50 a column. 


One Congressman in an early ses- 


sion ox-ercame a feeble sentiment in 
favor of a congressional publication 
bv showing that every Congressman 
would want not less than four copies 
and that the resulting expense would 
be so exorbitant that the republic 
v, ould not stand for the extravagance. 
If that thrifty statesman would have 
looked forward to a time when every 
Senator would have 88 copies of the. 
Record, 
and every Representative 


60. to distribute, he might have pro- 
phesied the financial ruin of the 
country. 


The Record has become an entirely 


different publication from the one 
planned by its founders. 
It is as 


much of a record of what Congress- 
men would like to say on the floor 
as of their real speeches. In the 
Senate, a Member can talk at length 
without interruption and there are 
less than a hundred men to want the 
floor. But in the House every minute 
of time must be parceled out, and the 
uninfluential Member or the new one 
finds weeks passing without his voice 
being heard in the Halls of Congress. 


Chairmen allot time to certain mem- 


bers of their committees to discuss 
the bills that have been considered in 


committee meetings. 
The time as- 


signed is generally brief, but with 
435 Representatives, 
the 
amateur 


Congressman finds small chance to 
get into the spotlight. In this predi- 
cament, he turns hopefully to the 
Congressional, Record where every 
Congressman's chances are- equal. 


One new Member was recognized 


for a minute after weeks of impatient 
waiting, and after a dramatic pause, 
he said sadly that he had been trying 
to make a speech for some time, and 
if there wasn't time for that he would 
at least like permission to extend 
some remarks in. the Record with 
"laughter" and "applause" inserted at 
suitable places. The House laughed, 
but the young Congressman was 
satirizing a common practice. 


"Extending Remarks." 


Representatives unable to get the 


House to listen to their speeches on 
local improvements or even on nation- 
al questions have long been accust- 
omed to introduce a bill and have 
their remarks extended in the Record. 
There at least they blazon forth with 
o,ratorial flourishes and the dramatic 
effect heightened, as the humorist 
suggested, by "Laughter" and "Great 
Applause" ma»-ked ih brackets T>y 
the author of the speech after the 
best points in the discourse. 


These speeches go back to' the 


Representative's home 
newspapers, 


libraries, and post offices. They are, 
he hopes, published abroad to show 
that while Congress may be accused 
of dallying, one representative of the 
people is not asleep at the post. 


The extension of remarks is per- 


haps a wise expedient in that it saves 
time on the floor for important mat- 
ters. But the privilege has undoubt- 
edly been abused. ' Before election 
time a candidate for re-election has 
been known to print in the Record 
remarks having no connection what- 
soever with the business being dis- 
cussed by the House, trat which bore 
very pertinently 
on the campaign 


issues in his home district. 
These 


"speeches" reprinted from the Record 
could be sent in pamphlet form with- 
out postage as the franking privilege 
is allowed on the Record or reprints 
from it. 


Another use which ingenious Con- 


gressmen soon found for the Record 
was to pnnt material which interest- 
ed them for some reason. Poems by 
constituents, long tables of statistics, 
striking articles from magazines and 
newspapers were once crowded into 
the Record regularly. Of late years, 
this practice has been laughed at by 
Representatives themselves, and fa- 
vorite poems of Congress are rarely 
seen. 
^ 


Still, whatever a Congressman wish- 


es to print, goes. Senator I>a Follette 
on one occasion saw fit to insert in 
the Record a speech that ran 565 
pages. 
The 
Senator had favored 


Congress with only the first few pages 
orally. 
The suggestion of a censor 


ever Congress has never been toler- 
ated, but never has Congress been so 
besieged by economy at every point 
as now. 


The Record aa it is costs the coun- 


tiy over half a million dollars a year. 
As an institution, it can scarcely be 
dispensed with although it would be 
interesting to know how many copies 
go into the wastebasket unopened. 
Around 34,000 copies are printed arid 
scattered over the country, but, for 
the most part, the people get their 
news of Congress from the 
new=- 


papers. 
A reporter's account of a 


speech, cut down, and with the im- 
portant 
features played up, 
often 


seems tedious enough, but the original 
with prelude, interruptions, meander- 
ings, and repetitions for emphasis 
would be read only by some one un- 
usually interested in the subject.
